N JULY 13 at New York City 

will be issued a 3-cent commemo- 

rative postage stamp calling at- 

tention to the 150th anniversary 
of the signing of the Ordinance of 1787 
which established the Northwest Terri- 
tory. Information that the stamp had 
been approved by the post office de- 
partment came to the Washington cor- 
respondent of Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News ten days ago and he immediately 
wired the editorial offices of the maga- 
zine. Last week’s edition was on the 
press, more than 8,000 copies had been 
printed. It was possible only to insert 
a flash announcement in the forms from 
which the last 10,000 magazines were 
printed. 





THOMAS JEFFERSON 


Who first advanced the idea of carving the North- 


west Territory into new states. He was a mem- 
ber of Congress at the time the land was ceded to 
the United States by England. 


Our first information linked the new 
stamp with the Great Lakes Expositon 
at Cleveland although this was proved 
incorrect within a few hours but not be- 
fore all copies of the magazine were off 
the press. Our contemporaries, doubtless, 
will have something to say in a critical 
way about the error in this detail of the 
announcement but we were in the posi- 
tion of either informing our readers of 
the facts at hand or delaying the an- 
nouncement for ten days. It appeared 
in Washington that the stamp might 
come on short notice so we used our best 


news long before any other stamp pub- 
lication in the country. 

Now a word about the Northwest Ter- 
ritory, a district which comes pretty close 
to home so far as the folk around Lin- 
print are concerned. Ohio is one of the 
states that developed from the Northwest 
Territory. The district, in 1783, con-

sisted of all the land lying between the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers, the Great 
Lakes and Pennsylvania—265,878 square 
miles. It has been under three flags— 
the French, the British and the United 
States. In 1783 the English ceded the 
territory to the newly liberated American 
states and Virginia, New York, Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut immediately 
placed claims upon it, arguing that their 
early charters entitled them to the land. 
Naturally, other states declined to recog- 
nize the claims and in 1787 Congress es- 
tablished the territory from which new 
states were to be carved. In our Wash- 
ington column this week will be found 
some of the provisions of the Ordinance 
of 1787. 

While little credit is given these days 
to Thomas Jefferson’s part in planning 
the future of the territory, it was he who 
first advocated its division into states. 
His ordinance was even adopted but 
failed to go into effect before it was re- 
pealed to make way for the broader 
plans of Nathan Dane. 

Gen. Arthur St. Clair, a veteran of the 





judgment and, happily, we carried the 


French and Revolutionary wars, was se- 





lected to govern the territory which was 
to have a legislature as soon as 5,000 
free male inhabitants, of legal age, 
should be within the district. General 
St. Clair reached Marietta, seat of the 
territorial government, in July 1788 and 
his first act was to authorize the creation 
of Washington County. Eight other 
counties were laid out somewhat later 
and the first legislature was called in ses- 
sion at Cincinnati on Sept. 2, 1799. 

In July, 1800, the western part of the 
district was constituted into the District 
of Indiana, with William Henry Harrison 
as governor and with Vicennes as the 
capital. In January, 1805, Michigan 
Territory was created, with Gen. William 
Hull as governor; in February, 1809, the

ran of the Revolution, St. Clair was sent into the 

wilderness of what is now Ohio to establish his 
headquarters. 


Illinois Territory was organized, with 
Kaskaskia as its seat of government, and 
in April, 1836, part of Michigan Terri- 
tory was organized into the Territory 
of Wisconsin. 

Going backward for a moment it is 
interesting to observe that in Jefferson’s 
plan for division of the Northwest Terri- 
tory into states, the names of the states 
were stipulated. Jefferson would have 
them called: Sylvania, Michigania, Cher- 
onesus, Assenisipia, Metrouotamia, IIli- 
noia, Sartoga, Washington, Polypotamia 
and Pelisipia.

Virginia Dare 





Was the child Virginia Dare a victim 
of a savage mass murder or did she grow 
to womanhood and old age within the 
tribal circle of the Hatteras Indians? 
That is a question that has puzzled his- 
torians for years and will not be an- 
swered at this late date. One shred of 
evidence seems to support the theory 
that the first English child to be born 
in America did not meet an untimely 
death on Roanoke Island sometime 
around 1590. 

This evidence was noted years later 
by other white colonists who believed a 
strain of white blood persisted in Indians 
living in that localicy. If such were true 
it seems possible that not only Virginia 
and her parents but perhaps the entire 
colony as well migrated into the interior, 
mingled and intermarried with the In- 
dians and thus came to a peaceful ob- 
livion. There is some speculation among 
collectors at this time as to how the 
bureau of engraving and printing artists 
will attempt to portray this historical 
character upon the postage stamp that 
is to be released in August. No refer- 
ence picture exists, of course, and 
whether they will visualize a beautiful 
child or proceed upon the theory that 
Virginia reached maturity and so give 
us an attractive woman is anyone’s 
guess. We would not be astonished to 
learn that the commemorative design will 
not include a portrait but rather the 
monument that stands upon Roanoke 
Island, marking the locality where the 
early colony existed for a brief time. 


This monument, erected forty years 
ago, is a rather plain stone block mount- 
ed upon a base in a woody section of the 
island, the island behind just off the 
coast of North Carolina near the city 
of Roanoke. Chiseled into the face of 
the rock is the following inscription: 

“On this site in July-August, 1585, 
colonists sent out from England by Sir 
Walter Raleigh built a fort called by 
them New Fort in Virginia. 

“These colonists were the first settlers 
of the English race in America. They 
returned to England in July, 1586, with 
Sir Francis Drake. 

“Near this place was born, on the 18th 
of August, 1587, 


Virginia Dare. 


“The first child of English parents 
born in America—daughter of Ananias 
Dare and Eleanor White, his wife, mem- 
bers of another band of colonists sent out 
by Sir Walter Raleigh in 1587. 

“On Sunday, August 20, 1587, Vir- 
ginia Dare was baptized. Manted, the 
friendly chief of the Hatteras Indians, 
had been baptized on the Sunday pre- 
ceding. These baptisms are the first 
known celebrations of a Christian sacra- 
ment in the territory of the thirteen or- 
iginal United States.”

Taking the 2d as an example, because 
it will be found in all general collections, 
and some reader may spot a nice re- 
entry from the following description, 
the Rev. W. G. Iremonger’s writings are 
quoted: 

“The 2d value is rather prolific in 
varieties. The first is visible in most 
parts of the stamp; the pearl at the top 
is slightly doubled, there is a line in the 
outer uncolored oval above the letters 
GE and the & which themselves also 
show traces of the first impression; the 
value tablet, the value, and the white 
space to the right have marks in them, 
and most of the letters of TWOPENCE 
show the same thing. 

“In a second variety there is a line in 
the outer oval above the letters OST 
and the letters on the right, especially 
RE, show that there has been a previous 
impression. Another variety has a line 
over the STA but no doubling of the 
letters and still another has the pearl 
completely doubled.” 

Re-entries have been reported on ev- 
ery stamp of the series with the excep- 
tion of the 14d and 5/-.

The post office department has re- 
leased an announcement of the issue of 
a new commemorative United States 
postage stamp in honor of the 150th 
anniversary of the establishment of the 
“Northwest Territory” as signed at the 
capital (New York City, at the time), 
by the Continental Congress, July 13, 
1787.

than five would be formed out of the 
“Territory”; (2) that slavery would be 
prohibited: (3) that religious freedom 
would be maintained; (4) that education 
would be encouraged; (5) and that the 
writ of habeas corpus and trial by jury 
be granted. 

The first governor of the territory was 
Arthur St. Clair, and was appointed Oc- 
tober, 1787. 

The following states were formed: 
Ohio (1803), Illinois (1809), Indiana 
(1816), Wisconsin and Michigan (1837). 

Post office officials have not as yet 
agreed on the design of the new stamp, 
although it will be a 3-cent denomination. 
It is expected, however that the stamp 
will be printed in purple ink and will 
show either a map of the territory (simi- 
lar to the Oregon); or a portrait of 
either the above mentioned Nathan Dane 
or Arthur St. Clair. 


With the official announcement that 
the Virginia Dare stamp would be issued 
at Roanoke Island, N. C., Aug. 18, the 
post office department has released addi- 
tional information that the stamp would 
be “baby blue” in color, the blue in 
keeping with the regular hue that is in- 
dorsed by the Universal Postal Union. 

The fact that the commemorative is 
“baby blue” brings out the fact that 
the stamp will depict, in all probability, 
an imaginary illustration of three fig- 
ures, namely, a babe (Virginia Dare) in 
the arms of her mother, with the father 
beside the pair. 

At this date there is no picture, official 
or otherwise, of Virginia Dare. When 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News exclusively 
learned of the post office’s famous “‘mys- 
tery stamp,” a long search was made for 
a picture of the famous character. This 
included scanning all the available in- 
formation through books and pamphlets 
in an inexhaustible effort at the Con- 
gressional Library, to unearth some sort 
of a print to illustrate the likeness of 
Virginia Dare, the first child born in 
America of English parentage. Nothing 
was found, and according to post office 
officials, they have not been able to 
locate any portrait, whatever. 

Thus, the probable group of three on 
the “baby blue” stamp of Virginia Dare.

The only answer for this question is 
that orders from the White House di- 
rected the issuance of this stamp in 
character, denomination and everything 
else that makes up a commemorative 
United States postage stamp. If any 
information is forthcoming it will be an- 
nounced by the White House through 
the P. O., as a P. O. release.

COLLECT AS Much has been written 
YOU PLEASE and much has_ been 
said in criticism of the way in which 
some people collect stamps.

Esparto Grass Paper 





Ever hear of esparto grass paper? If 
you own New Zealand’s new pictorial 
stamps you have samples of this paper 
which is becoming more and more pop- 
ular for photogravure printings. The 
paper is medium thin, rather brittle and 
tends toward transparency. According 
to a writer in the New Zealand Stamp 
Collector the paper has a somewhat 
metallic ring if a corner is flicked and 
is similar in this respect to the Basted 
Mills paper of 1902 and the Wiggins 
Teape eee? upon which the 1d Domin- 
ion, 1d, 1%d and 2d Georges were 
printed. 

Other New Zealand issues that have 
been discovered on esparto are: Georgi- 
ans, 244d, perf. 14x1314; 4d, perf. 14x 
1414; 5d, steel blue, perf. 14x13 and 
14x1414; 6d, perf. 14x13% and 14x14; 
8d, pale red brown, perf. 14x13/4; 9d, 
pale sage green, perf. 14x131%4; 1/-, pale 
orange vermillion, perf. 14x131% and 14 
x1444. Georgian officials: 4d, perf. 14x 
1414; 6d, perf. Aax13% and 14x14; 
1/-, perf. 14x131%4 and 14x14%. Health 
stamps of 1932 ‘and 1933; Air stamps of 
1935, 1d, 3d and 6d. 


Hard Luck! 


A Chicago collector received from the 
postal authorities ELEVEN damaged 
covers from the wreck of the Hinden- 
burg. Most of the stamps had come 
off but had been fitted to the cachets 
and were in glassine envelopes attached 
to the proper covers. 

But he had to return most to a friend 
in Germany. Each trip brought a num- 
ber of covers, some addressed to him 
to keep, and some to his friend in his 
care, to be returned. Not a single one 
of his own covers was in the lot that 
had been rescued!

BUREAU PRICES 


It has long been my opinion that the 
prices on bureau prints have been ex- 
tremely high. For this I have been crit- 
icized by those who have a finger in the 
pie, while those who are on the buying 
end agree with me wholeheartedly. It 
seems that enough pressure has been ex- 
erted by collectors to bring down the 
prices on quite a few items with the 
prospect of more in the next edition of 
the catalogue. It is the goal of the cat- 
alogue makers, nevertheless, to show 
actual market conditions regardless of 
how many dealers’ feelings it may hurt. 
This from Stephen Rich himself. On 
the other hand, we presume that the 
same thing is true when prices are raised 
to the actual market and hits the col- 
lector. It seems that somebody’s feel- 
ings are hurt either way and that only 
by a firm and impartial stand such as is 
assured by Mr. Rich can a catalogue 
such as the bureau print guide survive.
